FLOOD PROTECTION 
IS ALL IMPORTANT 


Columbus, »March 9.—-Flood protec 
tlon is the "big thing” in the general 
assembly this week. 
This is because 
the Garver-Quinlisk bill which seeks 
to make various changes in the pre 
sent flood conservancy statute comes 
before the senate as a special order 
on Wednesday afternoon. 
The chief 
aim of the bill is to make impossible 
the building of conservancy reservoirs 
as contemplated in the present law 
and the objection is that such reser­ 
voirs would offer flood dangers in 
themselves. 
The 
advocates 
of 
no 
change in the present statute contend 
that the reservoirs offer no such dan 
ger. 
fiut the feeling is bitter, more 
bitter by far than that engendered hy 
any issue that has thus far come be­ 
fore the general assembly, and the sit­ 
uation is being watched with acute 
interst on all sides.
